INCIDENTS  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  COM¬ 
MISSION, 

All  who  contributed  by  their  means  and 
personal  efforts  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  during  the  war,  and  especially  the 
members  of  all  Christian  churches,  will  be 
glad  to  know  that  the  volume  which  has  been 
in  preparation  ever  since  the  close  of  the 
war,  by  Rev.  Edward  P.  Smith,  has  been  at 
last  issued  by  Messrs.  Lippincott  &  Co,,  of 
Philadelphia.  Mr.  Smith  has  not  only  a 
I  natural  aptitude  for  this  peculiar  service,  but 
from  his  position  as  “  Field  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,”  he  enjoyed  unusual  opportun¬ 
ities  of  learning  the  incidents  which  he  has 
embra-'sd  in  the  present  volume.  The  origin 
of  the  ..ork,  and  the  purpose  to  be  subserv¬ 
ed  by  it,  is  thus  clearly  set  forth  in  the  pre¬ 
face  :

and  on  bloody  fields  have  heard  manly  testi¬ 
mony  for  truth,  and  taken  messages  from 
the  lips  of  death,  such  as  would  make  a 
record  that  ought  not  to  be  lost  to  the  Re¬ 
public  or  to  the  Christian  Church,  nor  left 
in  unwritten  fragments  to  degenerate  into 
armv  traditions.  They  accordingly  instruct¬ 
ed  the  Field  Secretary  to  prepare  a  volume 
of  such  Incidents  as  may  be  regarded  by  him 
as  folly  authentic,  and  the  most  valuable 
of  those  which  have  occurred  during  the 
work  of  the  Commission. 

Great  core  has  been  t^eu  to  verify  tlie 
statements,  and  the  public  may  rely  with  en¬ 
tire  oonfidenoe  upon  their  authenticity.  The 
book  is  issued  in  handsome  style,  and  with 
numerous  illustrations  which  will  bring  back 
vividly  to  thousands,  scenes  and  events  in 
their  camp  or  hospital  experience.  By  a  vote

CONVENT  OF  THE  SACRED  HEART. 

By  Bev.  S.  H.  Campbell,  D.D. 

We  have  an  institution  with  the  above  des¬ 
ignation  in  Rochester,  at  which  many  young 
ladies  from  Protestant  families  are  being  ed¬ 
ucated,  with  the  stipulation  that  their  relig¬ 
ion  will  not  be  in  any  way  interfered  with. 
To  my  great  sorrow,  one  of  the  members  of 
my  own  flock  is  an  inmate  of  that  institution; 
and  as  she  was  recently  at  home  on  account 
of  sickness,  I  gathered  the  following  infor- 
matioB,  oonceming  the  management  in  the 
convent. 

Protestant  girls  as  well  os  Catholics  are 
forbidden  to  attend  any  religious  service, 
even  on  the  Sabbath,  outside  the  convent. 
Those  whose  parents  reside  in  the  *city  are. 
made  no  exception  to  this  rule.  They  ore 
not  allowed  to  go  even  where  their  own  pa¬ 
rents  worship.  Their  only  resource  is  the 
convent  chapel  Miss  T.  of  my  own  church 
says  : 

1.  “  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  practice  my 
own  religion.  They  do  not  forbid  it,  but 
their  roles  and  regulations  render  it  almost 
impossible.  In  order  to  pray  in  secret  and 
read  my  Bible  by  myself,  I  am  obliged  daily 
to  disobey  the  rules.  No  pupil  has  a  room 
by  herself.  About  thiriy  young  ladies  lodge 
in  the  room  where  I  sleep,  and  we  are  barely 
allowed  time  to  undress  and  get  into  bed 
when  a  "  sister  ”  comes  through  to  see  that 
all  is  right.  I  get  up  in  the  dark,  after  she 
has  gone  through,  and  kneel  down  and  pray. 
I  manage  the  case  something  in  the  same  way 
in  the  morning.  They  seem  trying  to  Tnnlfft 
us  forget  our  own  religion  as  much  as  possi¬ 
ble.  For  a  time  I  yielded  and  gave  np  my 
Bible  and  prayer,  but  lately  I  have  done  as  I 
describe. 

2.  “  Every  Sunday  they  require  ns  to  learn 
a  ‘  Gospel,’  and  famish  u8  with  Romish  Tes¬ 
taments  for  that  purpose. 


THE  NEW  ADMINISTRATION. 

After  long  patience  and  waiting,  the  fourth 
of  March  has  come,  and  General  Grant  is  ac¬ 
tual  President  of  the  United  States.  Andrew 
Johnson  has  retired  from  the  scene  and  from 
public  life,  and  has  instantly  dropped  into 
obscurity.  There  is  something  sternly  ma¬ 
jestic  in  this  reg^ular  succession  of  political 
station  and  power,  which  is  almost  like  the 
fixed  order  of  nature.  Less  than  a  year  ago 
the  countiy  was  convulsed  by  an  attempt  to 
remove  the  President  by  impeachment.  For 
months  the  legislation  of  Gongr^  was  inter¬ 
rupted  while  the  trial  went  on.  The  attempt 
failed  by  a  single  vote,  and  he  remained  to 
the  end  of  his  term.  But  time  has  done 
what  human  impatience  conld  not  do,  reliev¬ 
ed  ns  of  an  obnoxious  head  of  the  state.  As 
the  dock  strack  twelve  on  the  4th  of  March, 
Andrew  Johnson  ceased  to  be  President,  and 
became  a  private  citizen.  At  the  same  hour 
General  Grant  took  the  oath  of  office,  and 
was  invested  with  all  the  authority  of  his 
predecessor.  Not  for  a  moment  was  the 
machinery  of  the  Government  arrested.  This 
easy  transition  from  the  old  to  the  new — even 
at  what  might  seem  the  critical  moment  of  a  . 
change  of  rulers — is  the  best  illustration  of  ! 
the  beautiful  order  and  harmony  of  our  in-  ^ 
stitntions.  We  do  not  have  to  get  np  a  rev-  , 
olntion  to  drive  a  hated  tyrant  from  his  , 
throne.  The  change  is  accomplished  with  , 
no  shock  or  jar  to  the  political  system.  ^ 
Such  is  the  beantifnl  equipoise  of  free  insti-  . 
tutions,  where  there  is  at  once  order  and  lib-  , 
erty. 

The  unpopularity  of  the  retiring  President  , 
adds  to  the  difficulties  of  his  successor.  As 
the  people  long  ago  ceo-sed  to  expect  any¬ 
thing  from  Andrew  Johnson,  they  expect 
everything  from  General  Grant,  and  it  seems 
therefore  but  just  to  offer  a  word  of  caution 
lest  they  be  doomed  to  disappointment. 
“Put  not  your  trust  in  princes ’’says  the 
sacred  record,  and  the  admonition  applies 
alike  to  princes  and  presidents.  Even  the 
best  ruler,  animated  with  the  best  intentions, 
and  armed  with  almost  unlimited  power,  can¬ 
not  do  impossibilities.  The  new  President  has 
enormous  difficulties  to  contend  with.  Every 
paUio  merriao.  It  is  ifaid,  is 
full  of  cormption.  There  are  thousands  en¬ 
gaged  in  defrauding  the  revenue.  To  drive 
out  these  thieves,  who  are  prosecuting  their 
work,  some  of  them  as  officers  of  the  law,  is 
a  task' of  Herculean  labor  and  difficulty.  It 
is  not  in  the  power  of  any  man,  we  might  al¬ 
most  say  of  an  angel  from  heaven,  to  purify 
at  once  all  branches  of  the  public  service. 
But  wo  have  faith  in  General  Grant,  that  he 
will  do  all  that  can  reasonably  be  e3cpected  of 
him.  His  conduct  before  and  since  his  ele¬ 
vation,  has  been  such  as  to  inspire  confi¬ 
dence.  He  has  borne  himself  with  sitch 
modesty  and  dignity — not  elated  nor  thrown 
off  his  balance  by  the  sudden  possession  of 
power — but  perfectly  etdm  and  self  poised, 
as  quiet  and  unpretending  as  before — that 
we  cannot  but  hope  much  from  his  clear 
judgment  and  entire  devotion  to  the  public 
good. 

This  confidence  has  been  strengthened  hj 
his  first  official  act — the  choice  of  a  Cabinet. 
This  is  always  a  delicate  and  difficult  matter 
for  an  incoming  President.  He  is  so  over¬ 
whelmed  by  advice  from  every  quarter,  so 
beset  on  every  side,  so  importuned  for  this 
man  and  for  that,  that  he  can  h^pdly  call 
himself  his  own  master.  He  is  the  creature 
of  “the  party”  and  of  politidans.  Many 
Presidents  have  thus  been  badgered  into  ap¬ 
pointing  men  notoriously  unfit,  who  were 
merely  the  representatives  of  so  many  cliques 
of  office-seekers,  all  himgry  for  spoils.  Gen. 
Grant’s  first  triumph  has  been  in  keeping 
this  class  of  men  at  bay.  For  the  first  time 
in  our  history  the  new  Cabinet  was  a  pro¬ 
found  secret  till  it  was  announced.  It  was 
kept  even  from  his  most  intimate  friends. 
In  this  way  he  preserved  his  own  undisturb¬ 
ed  liberty  of  choice.  The  selection  was  all 
his  own.  Almost  every  membei;,was  differ¬ 
ent  from  the  man  designated  by  public  ex¬ 
pectation.  They  were  chosen — not  because 
the  politicians  of  New  York  or  Pennsylvania 
said  this  or  that  man  must  go  in ;  not  be¬ 
cause  “the  party”  wanted  them,  but  because 
Ae  wanted  them.  In  some  instances — as  in 
the  choice  of  the  Secretary  of  State— he 
seems  to  have  been  governed  by  his  personal 
friendship.  To  Mr.  Washbnme  he  owes 
more  than  to  any  other  man  living,  and  is 
bound  to  him  by  the  strongest  ties  of  affec¬ 
tion  and  gratitude.  It  was  therefore  but 
natural  that  he  should  desire  to  recognize 
his  own  obligations,  and  also  to  have  such  a 
friend  always  at  his  side.  Their  personal  re¬ 
lations  are  the  best  pledge  that  they  will 
work  in  harmony.  So  with  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Cabinet,  In  almost  every  case 
they  are  personal  friends — men  whom  he  has 
known,  and  whom  his  own  instinct  has  des¬ 
ignated  as  the  right  men  for  the  place.  This 
is  not  a  small  matter  in  the  working  of  an 
administration — that  they  should  all  stand  in 
relations  of  mutual  confidence.  Of  course  if 
they  were  chosen  merely  because  of  this  per¬ 
sonal  intimacy,  while  they  were  unfit  for 
their  places,  then  would  the  feeling  of  friend¬ 
ship  work  to  the  prejudice  of  the  public  ser¬ 
vice.  But  this  the  President  has  not  done. 
Indeed,  while  his  penonal  regard  has  inflo- 


PRESBYTERIANS  IN  COUNCIL. 

The  late  meeting  of  delegates  from  the 
Presbyterian  churches  of  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
and  Indiana  in  Convention  at  Cincinnati,  as 
we  jxidge  from  the  reports  of  western  papers, 
was  an  occasion  of  uncommon  interest. 
Over  two  hundred  ministers  and  elders  were 
present,  convened  for  the  purpose  of  discus¬ 
sing  subjects  having  a  practical  bearing  up¬ 
on  the  progress  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and 
to  promote  a  better  acquaintance  between 
brethren  who  were  laboring  on  the  sivme 
wide  field.  Two  days  swiftly  passed  in  sweet 
communing  with  each  other.  Among  the  top- 
How  to  make  the 


way  has  been  the  right  way, 
themselves  being  the  jndges.  ” 

Now  if  this  article  is  really,  as  is  stated^ 
from  the  pen  of  Rev.  John  H.  HUl,  D.D., 
for  many  years  a  missionary  in  Athens,  I 
beg  to  state  for  his  information  and  the  iit- 
formation  of  all  who  may  have  read  that  ar¬ 
ticle — and  which  Mr.  Hill  must  have  knovB 
soon  after  his  arrival  here — that  in  mj 
schools,  some  of  which  were  established  be¬

I  had  taught  and  repeated  aloud  by  some 
one  who  had  already  been  taught,  tin 
Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandment^ 
and  the  Nicene  Creed.  f 

That  Creed  I  taught,  not  as  it  is  repeatefl. 
by  the  Roman  Catholics  and  Episcopalian^ 
under  the  name  of  the  Nioene  Creed,  wiflk 
the  “  Fii'oque,"  which  was  inserted  by  Ro¬ 
man  Catholics  long  after  that  Creed  was 
adopted  t’lronghont  Christendom,  but  as  it 
was  drawn  up  by  the  first  (Ecumeniafl 
Council  in  Nice,  325  years  after  Christ,  and' 
amplified  by  the  second  (Ecumenical  Coun¬ 
cil  in  Ck>n.stantinople  A.  D.  381,  and  wind ' 
has  been  in  use  in  the  Eastern  Church  emr 
since. 

But  in  teaching  that  Creed,  and  having  it 
rex>eated  aloud  in  my  schools,  I  did  not 
sanction  the  errors  now  rife  in  the  modmn 
Greek  Church  any  more  than  I  did  bf 
te^hing  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  which  is  oontt^ 
nally  repeated  in  it,  or  by  teaching  the  Dee- 
alogne  which  it  receives  as  given,  or  tiia 
New  Testament  in  ancient  Greek,  which  is 
continually  read  in  that  Church.  I  did  not 
sanction  its  errors,  introduced  long  after  tho 
Nicene  Creed  was  adopted,  such  as  the  war¬ 
ship  of  Mary  and  other  tutinKa,  the  worsh^ 
of  iiaegMi,  «i«  d*«4rt.:.c  of  TrausabsUaBn- 

iion.  These  errors  1  did  not  teach,  nor  did 
1  ever  employ  a  Greek  priest  to  teach  them. 
This  I  could  not  do  and  have  a 
void  of  offence  towards  God,  and  towardi 
men. 

The  Nicene  Creed  I  did  teach  nearly  for^ 
years  ago,—  and  I  never  “  ridiculed  or  d»- 
nonneed  ”  the  faith  as  set  forth  in  that  sym- 


ies  considered  were, 
prayer-meeting"  interesting  and  profitable  ”  ; 
“  The  kind  of  preaching  we  need  ”  ;  “  The 
work  of  laymen — its  relation  to  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  and  the  best  methods  of  direct 
ing  it  ”  ;  “  Woman’s  place  and  work  in  the 
church  ”  ;  “  The  need  of  a  generid  revival, 
and  the  hindrances  thereto  ”  ;  “  How  shall 
we  reach  the  masses”  ;  "  The  Sabbath-school, 
onr  duty  in  regard  to  it  ”  ;  and  “A  revival, 
how  to  be  secured.  ” 

The  addresses  were  extremely  practical, 
combining  instmetion  with  exhortations  to 
earnest,  faithful  efforts,  in  reliance  upon  the 
appointed  means  of  grace.  The  spirit  of 
the  Convention  "was  indeed  admirable.  Much 
of  its  time  was  spent  in  prayer,  and  in  these 
meetings  there  was  such  a  unity  of  feeling 
that  all  denominational  lines  were  obliterated, 
in  fact  were  entirely  lost  sight  of.  The  subject 
of  reunion  was  but  scarcely  alluded  to  iintil 
the  closing  session  of  the  Convention.  They 
did  not  need  to  talk  about  union,  when  they 
had  the  blessed  reality  in  their  hearts.  They 
knew  no  differences.  Thay  were  all  one  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  bearing  of  this  spriritnal 
union  on  the  organic  union  of  the  long  sun¬ 
dered  Presbyterian  body,  came  out  at  the 
close.  When  the  hour  of  parting  had  come, 
what  had  been  in  so  many  hearts,  and  yet 
had  not  been  spoken,  found  expression  in 
the  closing  address  of  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Rob¬ 
ertson  (O.  S.)  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  said  : 

I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  go  home  from 
this  Union  Presbyterian  (convention  without 
i  doinft  mnch,  «t  least,  os  Major  Azderaun 
did  befjjre  he  left  Fort  Sumter  ;  if  nothing; 
more,  bj  run  up  the  Union  flag  and  salute  it. 
f  Applau8e.J  It  may  not  have  been  wise  to 
discuss  this  question  in  this  assembly,  at 


on  this  island  carefully  to  consider.  What 
has  already  been  accomplished  by  our  Meth¬ 
odist  brethren,  as  well  as  what  they  purpose 
to  do  in  the  future  as  a  Church,  together 
with  the  want  of  success  in  establishing  per¬ 
manent,  self-sustaining  churches,  as  centres 
of  moral  and  religious  influence  by  the  agen¬ 
cies  now  at  work,  appear  to  have  impressed 
our  good  brother  with  the  necessity  of  each 
denomination  engaging  for  itself  in  this 
work.  By  doing  so,  their  united  labors 
would  accomplish  far  more  than  is  at  present 
done  ;  besides  they  would  organize  and  build 
up  churches  which  tlie  respective  congrega¬ 
tions  would  sustain,  and  in  which  the  con¬ 
verts  wotdd  work  and  feel  at  home — a  reiiult 
wfaioh  he  deems  quite  imjiret'ticaole  tor  a 
general  society  to  secure,  and  without  which 
most  of  the  money  given,  and  labor  expend¬ 
ed,  comes  to  naught.  If  individual  church¬ 
es  could  each  sustain  an  effective  mission 
among  the  destitute,  doing  all  that  is  requi¬ 
site  to  build  up  eventually  a  strong  and  vig¬ 
orous  chnrch,  he  would  be  well  satisfied  to 
see  city  missions  conducted  on  such  a  sim¬ 
ple  plan  as  that.  But  while  only  here  and 
there  a  church  can  be  foimd  with  the  men 
and  the  means  to  carry  on  such  an  enter¬ 
prise,  he  wisely  favors  a  general  organiza¬ 
tion,  which  would  embrace  all  onr  churches, 
and  using  the  contributions .  of  all,  expend 
them  in  planting  churches  where  they  are 
needed,  and  fostering  them  until  tneh  times 
as  they  may  be  able  to  care  for  them^elve^ 
That  this  plan  is  practicable,  is  shown  by 
the  marked  success  which  has  attended  the 
Methodist  organization  ;  and  it  might  be 
added,  by  the  great  success  of  similar  efforts 
the  past  few  years  by  members  of  tlie  Epis¬ 
copal  Chnrch. 

Our  object,  however,  is  not  to  discuss  this 
question.  We  "wish  simply  to  direct  atten¬ 
tion  to  what  is  said  respecting  it  by  this  ex¬ 
cellent  layman.  On  the  subject  of  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gosxiel  to  the  masses  in  our  large 
cities  we  have  frequently  spoken,  and,  as  is 
well  known,  we  have  decided  opinions  os  to 
the  best  method  of  accomplishing  this  ob¬ 
ject  ;  and  that  they  differ  very  decidedly  from 
the  present  plans,  generally  pursued.  Until 


The  girls  general¬ 
ly  use  those  Testaments,  but  last  Sunday  I 
used  my  own,  and  intend  to  do  so  hereafter, 
though  they  do  not  seem  pleased  -with  it 
We  are  required  every  day  from  half  past 
eleven  to  twelve,  to  listen  to  a  lesson  on  the 
doctrines  of  the  CathoKo  Chnrch.

3.  “  We  are  required  to  attend  chapel  ser¬ 
vice  daily.  We  come  in  with  long  block 
veils  thrown  over  us,  and  mo'ring  very  slow¬ 
ly.  On  Sunday  we  have  white  veils.  It 
seems  very  solemn  :  much  like  a  funeral. 
On  the  Altar  are  images  of  the  Virgin  and 
of  St.  Joseph,  and  we  are  all  required  to 
*  bow  down  to  them.  ’  We  all  conform  to 
this  regulation. 

“  Since  Lent  came  in  seven  pictures  have 
been  hung  on  each  side  of  the  chapel,  and 
in  coming  in  we  arq,  expected  to  kneel  before 
each  one  in  turn  on  our  way  to  the  Altar 
while  they  pray  to  the  Virgin.  This  is  call¬ 
ed  ‘the  way  to  the  Cross.’  The  jjrayers 
,  are  mostly  for  souls  in  purgatory.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  118  Protestants  respectfully  declin¬ 
ed  kneeling  to  the  pictures,  and  were  repri-  j 
manded  for  it  in  the  chapeL  Then  we  were 
taken  into  a  room  by  ourselves  and  talked 
to  very  severely. 

“  I  have  to  use  great  effort  to  resist  these 
influences.  Two  Protestant  girls,  members 
of  a  Presbyterian  church  in  Pennsylvania,  go 
through  the  whole  ceremony.  They  have 
been  in  the  convent  some  time.  One  of  onr 
Protestants  has  jilst  bought  her  some  beads, 
and  has  great  faith  in  them.  She  thought 
she  got  a  clear  day  not  long  ago  by  using 
them  in  prayer.” 

How  faithfully  the  promise  not  to  inter¬ 
fere  in  any  way  with  their  religion,  is  kept 
"with  the  Protestant  young  ladies  at  the  Con¬ 
vent  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  let  candid  readers 
of  the  above  statement  judge  for  themselves. 
How  wise  it  may  be  to  place  our  daughters 
at  school  where  the  infinences  are  so  bad 
that  we  feel  obliged  to  exact  any  such  prom¬ 
ise,  is  still  an  additional  question  on  which  I 
would  like  to  offer  something  at  another 
time. 


The  Anniversaries. — It  baa  been  reported 
that  the  old  custom  of  holding  anniversary 
meetings  of  the  benevolent  societies  in  the 
mouth  of  May,  as  they  have  fallen  off  in  in¬ 
terest  for  some  y'<ars  past,  was  to  bo  discon- 
tiuuod  wibli  Hit.*~pxe«uut  year.  It  was  said 
that  the  Bible  Society,  which  generally  strikes 
the  key  note  fer  all  the  others,  had  led  the 
way  in  giving  up  this  long-honored  observ 
ance.  But  it  seems  that  on  second  thought 
they  hesitate  about  taking  the  responsibility 
of  such  a  step,  at  least  without  consulting 
their  constituents.  At  the  March  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  proposition 
was  fully  discussed,  and  it  was  finally  decid¬ 
ed  to  hold  the  anniversary  this  year  as  usoal 
This  decision  was  dictated  by  a  desire  to 
consult  the  wishes  so  far  as  possible  of  all 
[  the  supporters  and  friends  of  the  Society. 

The  question  of  abolishing  or  radically 
modifying  our  anniversary  gatherings  ought 
not  to  be  decided  without  fully  consulting 
the  wishes  of  those  without,  as  well  as  those 
within,  the  city.  Perhaps  their  united  "wis¬ 
dom  may  de"vise  such  means  as  would  revive 
something  of  the  former  interest  in  these 
gatherings.  We  trust  that  our  brethren — 
ministers  and  laymen — will  think  about  it, 
and  that  the  coming  May  meetings  will  be 
enlivened  by  a  thorough  discussion  of  the 
whole  question,  so  that  if  the  matter  of  mak¬ 
ing  some  change  in  arrangements  shall  again 
oome  np,  they  may  act  intelligently  ’and 


this  assembly,  at 
this  time,  but  I  do  feel  that  this  Convention, 
if  it  has  done  nothing  else,  has  brought  om* 
hearts  nearer  together.  We  are  better  pre¬ 
pared  to  be  united  in  one  body.

find  so  many  Presbyterians  there,  that  I  want 
to  get  a  little  acquainted  with  them  before¬ 
hand.”  [Laughter,  I  There  is  a  time  com¬ 
ing  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  I  hope,  this 


ter.  ]  I  watched  along  in  the  first  part  of  the 
Convention  to  see  if  I  could  not  find  out, 
and  when  that  venerable  father  and  brother 
Mansfield,  was  making  his  speech  here  yes¬ 
terday,  I  said  to  myself,  “  Well,  now  cer¬ 
tainly  that  is  an  Old  School  man.”  But  I 
asked  some  brother  if  he  did  not  belong  to 
our  branch  of  the  Church.  “  Why,  sir,” 
said  he,  “  he  is  New  School.  ”  And  I  am  not 
alone  in  the  matter.  A  brother  who  sat  by 
my  side,  heard  a  speaker  on  the  other  side 
of  the  house,  and  from  some  shibboleth,  or 
peculiar  pronunciation,  or  some  word  that 
dropped  from  his  lips,  said  to  me  ‘‘  that  is 
a  U.  P.”  But  I  was  particular  to  inquire, 
and  I  found  that  he  was  New  School  also. 

But,  seriously,  sir,  there  is  something 
grand  in  this  idea  that  these  three  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Churches  have  been  here  for  these  two 
days  and  three  nights,  talking  about  the 
things  of  the  Kingdom,  talking  about  the 
practical  work  of  the  Church,  taking  about 
Christ’s  kingdom  in  all  its  various  relations, 
especially  in  its  practical  relations,  and 
I  that  during  all  these  times,  daring  all  these 


Protestantism,”  is  presented  in  the  course 
of  an  article  in  The  Methodist,  which  we  take 
to  be  from  the  pen  of  Professor  Schem,  who, 
as  is  well  known,  is  one  of  our  best  informed 
religious  statLsticians.

present  not  fall  short  of  86, 000,000  a  year. 
Thus  the  Protestant  population  of  the  world, 
which  numbers  about  100,000,000,  contrib¬ 
utes  annually  about  six  times  os  much  for 
I  mis^ons  as  the  195,000,000  of  Romou  Cath¬ 
olics.”

A  Pleasing  Annonnoement.— Last  Sunday

One  day  she  saw  her  go  into  the  panfry. 
Witnew  asked  her  a  question,  but  she  was 
unable  to  answer  as  her  mouth  was  too  fall ! 
Miss  Soorin  was  so  ashamed  of  herself  tibat 
“When’  refectorina. 


as  I  liked,”  revealed  the  culmination  of  Mrs. 
Starr’s  iniquity.  It  turned  out  that  while 
all  the  petty  persecutions  referred  to  werQ 
going  on,  the  Mother  Superior  had  been  se¬ 
cretly  holding  correspondence  with  the  Bish¬ 
op  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  her  victim 
under  circumstances  of  deep  disgrace.  Charg¬ 
es  which  Miss  Saurin  nevw  saw  or  heard, 
and  which  now  turn  out  to  have  been  utter¬ 
ly  untrue,  were  preferred  against  her— a 
mock  trial  was  instituted  before  the  Bishop 
and  a  Commission,  and  sentence  was  passed. 
The  sentence  absolved  the  unhappy  girl  from 
her  religious  vows.  The  way  in  which  it 
was  communicated  to  her,  and  the  manner 
in  which  she  received  it,  are  best  described 
in  her  own  words.  She  says  : 

Mrs.  Starr  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  came  to  my 
cell  about  five  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the 
12th  of  February.  Mrs.  Starr  advanced  to 
my  bed,  and  said,  “  I  want  all  your  religious 
dress.  You  are  to  leave  the  Convent  to-day.” 
Mrs.  Kennedy  secured  the  greater  part  of  it, 
and  Mrs.  Starr  took  my  rosary  and  cincture 
that  were  at  the  head  of  the  bed,  and  part  of 
a  secular  dress  was  left  for  me  to  wear,  which 
I  refused  to  put  on.  Previous  to  this  I  had 
written  to  the  Bishop,  who,  in  reply,  inform¬ 
ed  me  I  should  have  to  leave  the  Convent, 
and  that  I  should  be  absolved.  Later  in 
the  day,  about  nine  o’clock,  Mrs.  Starr  came 
to  me  with  Mrs.  Kennedy  and  a  number  of 
the  Sisters.  She  read  to  me,  as  if  from  a  let¬ 
ter,  that  the  Bishop  had  dispensed  me,  com¬ 
muting  it  for  the  first  ten  masses  after  I  re¬ 
ceived  notice,  whether  I  would  or  not  I 
was  to  be  gtk  rid  of  at  the  shortest  poeeible 
notice.  She  said,  “Will  you  go?”  Iiwli- 
ed,  “I  will  not.  I  would  rather  dieuan 
leave  the  Convent  of  my  own  free  will ;  but 
it  pleased  God  to  leave  me  at  her  men^,  and 
she  might  do  as  she  pleased.”  She  said,  *’I 
can’t  put  yon  out.”  1  said,  “I  will  die 
where  1  am,”  This  occurred  in  my  oeS, 
where  Iwas  sittii^  iq>  in  a  bed.  Mrs.  Ken¬ 
nedy  threatened  me  wifii  all  kinds  of  veo- 
geance  from  God  and  flie  Bisbopi  Mna 
Starr  cheaked  her,  Th^  then  all  kn.  Mrn 
Starr  afterwards  came  to  my  cell  with  a  seen- 
la*  dress.  I  refused  to  put  it  on,  and  it  wb» 
taken  away.  She  mine  m  agam  with  lay 
Sister  Mary  CoUingwood,  and  said  tiie  couU 
not^ve  me  with  the  Sisteis,  and  that  I  must! 
go  to  the  bath-rooDU  Mrs.  Starr  fofl'owed  me 
there.  I  remained  there  until  April.  I  had 
■e  &re  aliened  me.  It  waevery  ctid.  I  w» 
not  allowed  any  reUgieus  book.  A  Sister 
was  with  me  day  antnight.  The  Sisters  hod 
plenty  of  warm  clothes,  and  hot-water  bot¬ 
tles  foT  their  feet.  Mrs.  Starr  took  awajra 
piece  of  caapet  I  used  for  warmth.  I  wm,  in 
^ih}ril,  removed  to  an  attm  by  Srectioiaof 
kfrs.  Kennedy,  where  I  found  Mrs.  Stscr. 
It  was  always  use<£a8  a  lizmber-mom,  and  it 
was  very  mty.  "Ehe  bed-iii.  it  was  dirty»  and 
I  had  to  use  the  .  sheets  that  had  been  used 
by  me  ia  the  batla-room  im  the  previous  Feb- 
jruary.  When  I.  was  removed  to  the  atidc  a 
!  Sister  slapt  in  die  corndbr,  and  a  rope  was 
attached  to  the  attic-room  door  and  her  bed. 
A  Sister  sat  at  He  attic  door  in  the  day,  and 
after  I  had  been  there  a  short  time  I  was  not 
permitted  to  leave  it  for  any  purpose.  The 
window  was  darkened,  and  there  was  very 
little  Ught.  I  had  a  soiled  blanket  and  a  rug 
for  the  bed.  The  blanket  was  affected  with 
vermin.  I  complained,  but  no  change  was 


Mrs.  Kennedy,  as  iubordination,  a  violation 
of  the  vows  of  obedienoe,  and  to  be  punish¬ 
ed  aooordingly.  Let  me  now  give  you,  from 
Miss  Saurin’s  evidence,  the  following  exquis- 
<ite  moroMux  ot  Conventual  discipline  : 

My  mother  and  brother  called  upon  me 
about  t^  time.  I  was  teaching  in  the  school, 
and  saw  them  arrive.  I  sent  a  girl  from  the 
school  to  answer  the  bell  In  a  few  minutes 
Mrs.  M’Owne  came  to  me  in  the  school  and 
ordered  me  to  go  to  my  cell  She  told  me 
my  mother  and  brother  had  come,  but  that 
she  could  not  allow  me  to  see  them,  as  Mrs. 
Starr  had  given  her  directions  to  that  effect. 
It  is  usual  to  go  after  school  to  the  chapel  to 
^y  a  visit  to  the  sacrament,  and  in  domg  so 

w^e^y  m^er  and  Brother  were.  My > 
mother  saw  me,  and  came  and  embraced  me, 
but  as  I  had  not  leave  to  speak  to  her  I  p^- 
ed  on  as  quickly  as  I  could  without  speiking 
to  her — Mrs.  M’Owne  following  me  to  my  j 
oeU.  She  desired  me  to  close  the  door  of 
my  cell,  and  said  she  would  send  my  mother 
and  brother  away.  I  asked  her  to  let  me  see 
my  mother,  because  I  thought  she  would  not 
leave  without  seeing  me  ;  but  she  said  she 
could  not,  and  I  closed  the  door,  and  she 
went  away.  She  returned  in  five  minutes 
spying  my  mother  had  brought  an  order  from 
1^.  Starr,  and  I  went  to  my  mother  at  the 
end  of  the  corridor.  My  mother  clasped  me 
in  her  arms  and  exclaimed,  “  My  child,  are 
they  going  to  make  a  prisoner  of  you  ?” 
Mrs.  M’Owne  tried  to  excuse  herself  by  say¬ 
ing  she  was  obliged  by  Mrs.  Starr,  to  refuse 
her  seeing  me. 

This  is  not  bad  as  a  specimen ;  it  is  notii- 
ing,  however,  to  what  followed.  The  crime 
of  letter-writing  to  her  parents  and  uncle 
was  unpardonable,  even  after  the  offence  had 
been  confessed  and  atoned  for.

Messrs.  Editors I  have  a  very  remark¬ 
able  tale  to  communicate  to  your  readers — 
not  a  day-dream  of  wild  ’fancy,  not  a  night 
.  aeene  of  weird  imagination,  not  even  one  of 
.  those  ghostly  tales  of  Medimval  Bomanism 
— the  product  of  an  age  of  gloomy  super- 
atition— no,  no,  a  real  narrative  of  facts  of 
<«r  own  day,  showing  the  existing  Convent 
life  in  England,  brought  out  during  an  eight 
.days’  t"«>l  in  a  Court  of  Justice.  These  facts 
tare  strange  indeed.  As  the  learned  advo¬ 
cate  who  opened  the  pleadings,  said,  “  The 
facts  are  strange  and  painful — first,  as  a  reve¬ 
lation  of  human  nature  ;  they  are  strange 
^<1  jiainful,  next,  as  a  revelation  of  female 
nature  ;  and  they  are  strange  and  painful, 
sdso,  as  a  revelation  of  conventual  female 
nature,  showing  what  women  are  capable  of 
when  they  shut  themselves  up  from  their 
hind,  and  shut  out  the  instincts  of  their 
better  nature,  and  what  mean  and  petty 
cruelties  they  can  wreak  upon  their  sister 
woman,  and  that  in  the  name  of  the  God  of 
Love,  and  under  the  supposed  sanction  of 
that  blessed  religion,  the  Divine  Author  of 
which  died  on  the  cross  to  show  His  deep 
tenderness  for  the  world  which  was  disposed 
to  reject  Him.” 

The  case  has  been  eight  days  before  the 
'XJourt  of  Queen’s  Bench  in  London — and; 
*  though  still  unfinished,  has  so  fw  produced 
W  profound  seasation  throughout  Cfreat  Brit- 
wiia.

Two  of  Miss  Saurin’s  sis¬ 
ters  we  nuns  in  different  Boman  Catholic 
’  -Orders,  her  brother  is  a  Jesuit  Priest  her 
-  uncle  is  the  head  of  the  Drogheda  Convent 
of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  and  she,  herself,  so 
,<fw  back  as  1850 — contrary  to  the  wishes  of 
UbHEr.}>arents,  who  thought  two  of  their  daugh¬ 
ters  tjulte  enough  to  be  devoted  to  the  ser- 
-.yice  of  the  Church  as  nuns — entered  the 
Oaivent  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  in  Bagot 
rtsaet,  Dublin,  as  a  postulant  In  1851  tiie

floors,  Tna,Tring  the  beds,  and  cleaning  oat  the 
doeei.

ICrs.  Kennedy  passed  He  greater  part  of  her

So,  circulate  the  documents. 

It  seems  that  Mr.  A.  Pardee,  of  Hogetton, 
Pa.,  has  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees, 
the  sum  of  8200,000  ;  to  institute  a  scientific 
course,  of  four  years  study  ;  and  three  tech¬ 
nical  courses,  of  two  years  each ;  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  usual  classical  course. 

Now  who  does  not  see,  that  the  style  of 
American  education,  in  the  upper  realm  of 
it,  is  very  rapidly  changing  ?  Instead  of  the 
fixed  course  of  classictd  study,  as  in  years 
gone,  without  which  a  man  was  not  thought 
to  be  “educated,”  we  are  having  aU  possi¬ 
ble  schemes,  systems  and  courses :  intended 
and  adapted,  to  meet  the  novel  conditions  of 
the  coming  society ;  schemes  agricultural, 
chemical,  scientific,  and  polytechnic  —  and 
“practical.”  Now  the  fear  of  some  is,  that 
in  thus  letting  down,  as  they  call  it,  the 
standard  of  education,  the  whole  system  of 
it  is  to  be  lowered.  I  sliare  no  such  fear. 
You  will  not  unmake  the  best  scholars,  by 
raising  the  standard  of  scholarship  with  the 
I)eople ; — for  that  is  what  these  new  cours¬ 
es  really  mean.  From  this  higher  plane, 
where  the  multitude  are  coming  to  stand, 
will  shoot  up  taller  scholars  still.  The 
pine  trees  will  continue  to  be  highest 
What  if  some  of  our  city  high  schools  give 
a  better  education  than  bur  respectable  Col- 
eges  did,  forty  years  ago  ;  the  College  can 
still  keep  ahead  of  the  high  school  What 
if  a  boy  can  go  from  the  public  school  at 
He  cross  roads,  into  a  Commercial  College  ; 
and  after  a  term  of  writing  the  Spencerian 
System,  and  a  little  book-keeping,  can 
“graduate,”  and  fancy  himself  a  learned 
man ;  people  will  pretty  generally  find  out 
the  difference. 

Oberlin  College. 

For  example,  some  of  us  well  remember 
when  the  College  at  Oberlin  was  much  spo¬ 
ken  against.  And  I  am  not  certain  whether 
your  venerable  neighbor  He  Observer  has 
yet  ceased  to  utter  its  counterblasts  ;  but  He 
truH  is,  that  Oberlin  brought  an  education 
— better  or  worse — but  better  by  a  long 
ways  than  Hey  could  otherwise  have  reach¬ 
ed,  to  hundreds,  if  not  Housands  of  people. 
Her  graduates  are  sifted  through  all  Hese 
Western  States.  The  Congregational  church¬ 
es  are  very  largely  fed  by  them ;  and  our 
Presbyterian  churches  by  no  means  escape 
Heir  influence.  The  quality  of  their  faiH 
is  not  as  staunch,  generally  speaking,  as  that  | 
which  has  a  more  eastern  birH,  and  which 
goes  forth  well  ballasted  wiH  Calvinism.  But 
it  has  He  grace  of  earnestness  ;  it  has  impulse, 
and.  energy.  And  it  meets  a  type  of  He 
Western  mind  wonderfully  well  Nor  is  it 
without  its  strong  men,  say  what  you  wiU, 
of  its  earlier  herds  of  istics  and  foolwise  is- 
matics.  Here  is  my  good  brother  Cowles,  of 
Ho  Congregational  chqfch  of  East  Sagi¬ 
naw,  whose  very  name  is  Oberhn-ish.  And 
Hen  there  is  Bev.  Jos^k  Estabrook,  super-  j 
intendent  of  schools  in  the  sama  city :  ' 


Cooper,  an  eminent  physician,  to  see  me. 
After  that  the  food  and  conduct  of  the  offi- 
ciids  became  worse.  I  wa.s  not  allowed  to  be 
alone  with  my  physician.  Mrs.  Kennedy 
and  Mrs.  Dawson  sat  near  enough  to  hear 
what  was  said.  My  brother  went  out  when 
the  doctor  came  in.

The  result  of  the  whole,  as  might  be  ex¬ 
pected,  is  the  trial  instituted  by  the  relatives 
of  the  young  lady,  and  now  being  conducted 
in  the  light  of  day  before  a  British  Judge 
and  Jury.  Eight  days  have  already  been 
occupied  in  taking  evidence,  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  at  least  eight  days  more  will  be 
consumed  before  a  verdict  can  be  obtained. 
I  may  state,  however,  that  nothing  has  yet 
occurred  in  the  slightest  degree  to  affect 
Miss  Sanrin’s  direct  testimony.  She  was 
three  days  under  examination,  and  came  out 
of  a  most  searching  cross-examination,  in 
which  all  kinds  of  Jesuitical  insinuations 
were  made  as  to  her  life  and  conduct,  utterly 
unscathed.  Her  statements  were  straight¬ 
forward  and  consistent  throughout,  and  had 
He  ring  of  sincerity  and  honesty  about  them, 
while  it  is  too  evident  that  her  persecutors, 
so  far  as  can  be  judged  of  the  line  of  con¬ 
duct  pursued  by  their  counsel  and  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  Mother  Superior,  have  no  de¬ 
fence  that  will  for  a  moment  weigh  with  a 
Jury  of  “  twelve  good  men  and  true.”  As  a 
specimen  of  He  ingenuity  of  Borne  in  trying 
to  damage  character  when  its  owner  is  in 
peril,  let  me  give  you  the  following  from  the 
cross-examination  of  Miss  Saurin : — 

I  never  took  a  book  from  any  Sister  for  the 
purpose  of  secreting  it.  I  never  took  an¬ 
other  Sister's  book  for  a  temporaiy  purpose 
without  permission.  I  have  held  business 
conversationvwith  one  of  the  priests  at  Hull. 
I  never  endeavored  to  attract  his  attention 
on  any  occasion.  I  was  never  in  an  habitual 
state  of  excitement  when  he  came  to  He  Con¬ 
vent.  I  never  purposely  put  myself  in  his 
way.  Sister  Mary  was  at  the  school ;  I  never 
remember  being  wiH  her  in  the  presence  of 
the  priest  I  never  went  on  my  ^ees,  pull¬ 
ed  tniugs  out  of  his  hand,  and  entreat^  bim 
to  go  with  me,  in  her  presence.  I  have  not 
He  least  idea  of  anything  that  will  give  a 
color  to  such  a  charge,  Ac.,  Ac.  I  never  ep- 
deavored  to  make  strife  between  the  Mother 
Superior  and  the  Sisters.  I  never  put  the 
clMk  back  or  altered  it  for  my  own  conven¬ 
ience.  We  are  allowed  lights  in  He  cells 
until  ten  o’clock,  and  one  night  a  week  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  later.  I  was  never  charged 
wiH  having  ends  of  candles  in  my  cell  We 
used  at  Hull  and  at  Clifford.  I  never 
put  a  letter  in  a  book  for  one  of  the  children 
to  ^t  it  and  take  to  He  post  'When  refec- 
toi^  I  had  to  make  He  tea,  but  I  never

A  missionary  of  the  American  Sunday- 
school  Union  shows  how  money  was  raised, 
in  a  remote  and  ragged  region  of  He  South, 
to  provide  a  library  for  a  new  Sunday-school 
organized  by  bim  :  They  proposed  to  be¬ 
gin  with  a  five-dollar  juvenile  library,  but  on 
trial  found  Hey  could  raise  only  three  dollars. 

Then  Mrs.  A - said,  ‘  We  must  and  will 

have  ^library.  Let  every  boy  and  girl  bring 
a  chicken  to  me  to-morrow  morning.  Mr. 

A - will  take  Hem  to - and  sell  Hem  to 

raise  He  money.  ’  Long  before  daylight  the 
next  morning  the  little  folks  were  up,  know¬ 
ing  that  He  best  way  to  get  Heirbiddiea 
was  to  ‘catch  them  napping.*  The  chickens 
were  sold  for  ten  dollars,  and  H^  had  an 
excdlent  library.  That  school  grew  and 
prospered.  Scores  connected  wiH  it  have 
found  the  Saviour;  and  many  of  Hese  are 
most  efiioient  Christians.  They  have  a  ehuroh 
and  regular  preaching.  If  Hey  have  no  mo- 
’  ney  they  know  how  to  turn  turkeys,  chick¬ 
ens,  Ac.,  to  account.  One  of  the  teachers 
asked  me  to  look  at  her  ‘College  pig.’  ‘'What 
does  that  mean  ?’  ‘  O,’  said  she,  ‘  one  of  the 
young  men  converted  here,  after  being  a 
faithful  teacher,  felt  that  he  ought  to  preach 
the  Gospel  He  is  now  in  college,  and  as  he 
is  poor  we  aU  help  him  as  we  are  able. 
Some  till  a  piece  of  ground,  and  some  raise 
a  sheep ;  others,  like  myself,  fatten  a  pig ; 
so,  you  see.  His  is  a  consecrated  pig.’ 

How  many  children  in  our  Sunday-schools, 
how  many  men  and  women  in  onr  ehnrohes, 
might  go  and  do  like'wise,  if  not  the  same 
thing  ?

As  some  in  Hese  times  of  ea^  fitting  re- 
ligpoos  beliefs  profess  to  believe  that  con¬ 
fession  ”  in  He  Bomish  Choroh  means  bot 
little,  we  quote  the  auHority  of  He  Church 
on  that  subject.

From  June  1  to  October  1  of 
last  year,  four  months,  sixty  oases  of  Bibles 
in  six  different  languages,  Arabic,  Syriac, 
Old  Slavic  and  Bulgarian  in  parallel  columns, 
Modem  Slavic  and  Bulgarian  separate,  and 
Armenian,  have  been  forwarded  from  the 
Bible  House  in  New  York  to  Mr.  Bliss  in 
Constantinople.  Most  of  these  volumes, 
twelve  thousand  in  all,  are  large  and  oosUy 
books,  and  will  be  readily  sold. 

Philadelphia. — Contrary  to  an  impression 
which  has  somewhat  prevailed,  Presbyterian¬ 
ism  retains  its  preponderance  in  this  former 
central  point  of  its  operations  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  The  City  Directory  just  issued,  has  the 
names  and  localities  of  356  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship,  of  which  78  (or  if  the  cognate  denomina¬ 
tion  of  “Reformed,”  formerly  Reformed 
Dutch,  be  added,  83,)  are  Presbyterians. 
Next  in  order  of  numbers  comes  the  Protest¬ 
ant  Episcopal,  59  ;  then  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal,  56.  The  Baptists  have  40,  and  the 
Roman  Catholics  38.  The  Friends,  strange 
for  this  renowned  seat  of  Quakerdom,  have 
but  twelve  meeting-houses.  There  are  22 
Lutheran  churches,  and  5  German  Reform¬ 
ed,  and  3  Congregational  Seven  are  Jewish 
Synagogues,  and  the  residue  are  scattered 
among  a  variety  of  people  of  the  Christian 
name.

We  mourn  a  genial  friend ;  a  man 
eminent  for  tact,  aptness  and  Christian  cour¬ 
tesy  ;  a  man  who,  by  dint  of  untiring  indus¬ 
try,  had  at  command  a  vast  fund  of  knowl¬ 
edge,  as  rare  as  it  was  valuable  ;  a  heroic 
worker,  having  one  grand  object  in  view — 
the  good  of  the  Sabbath-School  cause.

We  speak  of  “another  ecclesiastical 
year”  for  “our  own  branch,”  because,  with¬ 
out  at  all  giving  over  tha  expectation  of  a 
speedy  reunion,  wo  do  not  yet  see  how  the 
next  General  Assemblies  are  to  carry  the  pro¬ 
ject  through  the  muddle  into  which  the  un¬ 
fortunate  action  at  Albany,  followed  up  in 
the  O.  S.  Presbyteries,  has  thrown  it.

pp.,  12mo.  “The  Sunday-school  book  of 
medium  size,”  should  be  one  that  will  sell  for 
from  seventy-five  cents  to  a  dollar,  such  as 
“Weakness  and  Strength,”  295  pp.,  18mo  ; 
or  “Shoebinders  of  New  York,”  237  pp., 
16mo.  It  is  desired  that  the  book  to  Arouse 
the  Impenitent  should  be  not  larger  than  the 
Committee’s  “Communion  Week,”  87  pp., 
32mo  ;  it  may  be  smaller  :  and  the  Guide  to 
the  Inquirer,  of  about  the  same  size.  The 
volume  for  the  Instruction  of  Young  Converts 
to  be  about  the  size  of  “  Work  for  All,”  128 
pp.,  18mo. 

The  American  Bible  Society. — The  stated 
meeting  of  the  Managers  was  held  on  the  4th 
inst.,  William  "Whitlock,  Jr.,  in  the  Chair. 
Fourteen  new  auxiliaries  wore  recognized ; 
of  which,  one  was  in  each  of  the  States  of 
Maine,  California,  West  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Missouri,  Kan¬ 
sas,  Arkansas,  and  Tonnesseo,  and  four  in 
Texas. 

Various  interesting  communications  were 
received  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  the 
work,  giving  several  interesting  incidents, 
with  the  reports  for  the  year,  and  fiscal  and 
book  accounts  from  Missionaries  and  For¬ 
eign  Agents.  They  were  from  Mexico,  South 
America,  Rev.  W.  Clark  in  Italy,  Rev.  C.  H.

Long  Pastorates. — The  oldest  acting  Con¬ 
gregational  pastor  in  Vermont  is  Rev.  O.  G. 
"Wheeler,  who  has  been  settled  in  South  Hero 
more  than  twenty-eight  years.  Rev.  Dr.  Job 
Nelson  has  been  pastor  over  Aim  Oomgrogm- 
tional  church  at  Leicester,  Mass.,  for  fifty- 
seven  years.  Rev.  James  Holmes  has  resign¬ 
ed  his  twenty  years’  pastorate  at  Auburn, 
N.  H.  Rev.  Thomas  Wicks,  D.D.,  leaves  a 
pastorate  of  twenty-nine  years  at  Marietta, 
Ohio,  for  settlement  over  the  Congregational 
church  at  Jamestown,  Ohio.  Rev.  laba  Co- 
nant,  who  has  supplied  the  Congregatdanal 
churches  in  Groton  and  Hebron,  N.  H.,  twen¬ 
ty-three  years,  has  retired  to  Orford,  and 
those  feeble  churches  are  now  destitute. 

Prof.  J.  Henrt  Thateb  of  the  Andover 
Theological  Seminary,  has  gone  to  Germany 
for  a  year. 

Methodist  Episcopal — 

The  Metropolitan  Chbboh. — The  idea 
of  building  a  memorial  Church  at  the  seat  of 
Government,  originated  with  tbe  General 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  1852.  This  edifice,  which  was 
dedicated  on  Sabbath,  28th  ult.,‘i8  of  brown 
stone,  in  the  Gothic  order,  surmounted  with 
a  spire,  not  yet  completed,  220  feet  high, 
with  a  full  chime  of  bells,  mven  by  a  genue- 
man  in  memory  of  a  beloved  daughter,  ^e 
auditorium  wdl  seat  2,000  persons,  and  is 
veiy  beautiful  in  design,  consisting  of  a  nave 
and  side  aisles,  forming  a  clerestory  60  feet 
high,  with  joined  ceiling;,  richly  stuccoed 
in  relief,  and  heavy  mouldingB  on  all  the  an¬ 
gles.  The  pews  are  arranged  on  a  semi¬ 
circle,  with  the  pulpit  in  the  centre,  so  that 
every  person  in  the  congregation  will  face 
the  minister.  Seats  are  set  apart  for  the 
President  and  his  Cabinet  officers  ;  the  Judg¬ 
es  of  the  Courts  and  Generals  of  the  Army; 
also  for  the  different  States  and  large  cities, 
{fording  free  and  ample  accommodations 
for  all  visitors.  There  are  thirty  large  win¬ 
dows  in  the  main  audience-room,  fillM  with 
stained  glass  richly  wrought,  containing  ap¬ 
propriate  emblems  and  inscriptions,  such  as 
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two  of  them  on  profession, 
fourteen  are  students  in  the  College. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Potter’s  labors  with  the 
churches  of  Newton,  Iowa,  have  been  greatly 
[LlcBKd.  TLe  Cougregationalists,  Methodists, 
Presbyterians,  and  Lutherans  imitel,  and 
the  lArgo  Union  Hall  was  crowded  day  after 
day.  There  were  large  numbers  of  inquir¬ 
ers,  and  many  hopeful  converts.  The  meet¬ 
ings  were  continued  after  Mr.  Potter  left, 
with  much  interest. 

The  Adva>ice  observes  that  some  of  the 
churches  are  either  very  thoughtless  or  very 
stingy,  founding  this  remark  upon  the  state¬ 
ment  that  “a  distinguished  evangelist  has 
been  laboring  during  the  past  Fall  and  "Win¬ 
ter  among  the  churches  of  Wisconsin  and 
Iowa,  and  his  labors  have  been  greatly  bless¬ 
ed,  so  that  hundreds  have  been  converted 
and  feeble  churches  greatly  strengthened, 
yet  he  has  received  less  than  enough  money 
to  pay  his  travelling  expenses.” 

In  the  Springfield  (O.)  church  there  is  an 
unusual  degree  of  religious  interest.  Meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  nightly,  and  a  number  of 
persons,  old  and  young,  have  been  hopefully 
converted.  ^  general  has  been  the  relig¬ 
ious  feeling  that  a  theatrical  troupe,  holding 
forth  at  the  Opera  House,  experienced  a 
complete  failure,  the  season  lasting  but  one 
night. 

We  hear  of  revivals  in  very  many  of  the 
churches  of  the  Other  Branch.  At  Pleasant 
Hill,  a  new  congregation,  five  miles  north  of 
Steubenville,  Pa.,  on  Sabbath  before  last,  for. 
ty-five  were  received,  of  whom  thirty-three 
were  by  examination,  thirteen  being  baptiz¬ 
ed.  At  Lower  Tuscarora  church,  in  the 
same  State,  there  have  been  about  sixty  in¬ 
quirers.  A  few  less  have  been  interested  at 
Cedarville  Presbyterian  church,  N.  J.  The 
church  at  Bethesda,  Presbytery  of  New  Lis¬ 
bon,  has  just  received  forty-three  jiersons, 
thirty-six  of  them  on  profession.  A  large  I 
proportion  of  these  were  heads  of  families. 
The  Presb3rterian  church  at  West  Union,  Va., 
which  is  the  centre  of  a  remarkable  work  of 
grace,  was  once  a  strong  church,  but  was  in 
a  sadly-divided  and  weakened  state  until  vis¬ 
ited  a  couple  of  months  ago  by  the  Rev. 
Jonathan  Cross  (of  the  Third  Presbyterian 
church  of  Wheeling),  who  was  appointed  by 
Presbytery  to  occupy  the  vacant  pulpit.  Im¬ 
mediately  a  series  of  meetings  was  begun 
and  carried  on  with  increasing  interest ;  160 
persons  have  already  made  profession  of 
their  faith  in  Christ ;  thirty  members  who 
hod  left  the  church  have  returned,  and  the 
interest  is  not  in  the  least  abated.  Scarcely 
one  is  left  unconverted  within  seven

The  Bible  House  in  Constantinople. — Mr. 
Bliss,  the  General  Agent  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  for  the  Levant,  when  in  this 
country  in  1866-67,  personally  raised  the  sum 
of  about  $50,000,  chiefly  from  private  indi¬ 
viduals,  for  the  erection  of  the  building. 
"We  are  informed  that  a  site  has  now  been 
secured,  and  in  due  time  a  suitable  edifice 
will  be  erected,  in  a  commanding  situation, 
in  which  the  American  and  British  and  For¬ 
eign  Bible  Societies,  and  the  missionaries 
and  Christian  institutions  of  the  city  and 
empire  of  the  Sultan  will  have  their  centra 
It  will  be  the  lighthouse  of  the  Orient  for 
Turkey,  Greece,  Palestine,  Persia,  Arabia, 
Northern  Africa,  Bulgaria,  Southem  Russia, 
and  other  lands  and  nationalities.

dT.  John’s  Chapbl.— Of  ohorcli  edifloee 
a  sooie  of  years  old,  this  one  in  Yoriok  street 
of  Sir  Christopher  Wren’s  designing,  is, 
next  to  Trinity,  the  most  impo^g  one  be¬ 
longing  to  this  denomination  in  this  city. 

It  is  here  that  the  Diocesan  Conventions  m- 
irays  meet,  and  many  is  the  high  debate  that 
have  eoho^  against  its  walls.  Adding  some 
four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to 
its  millions  already  in  hand  by  the  sale  of 
St.  John’s  beantirul  park  to  the  iconoclastic 
Vanderbilt,  for  a  great  freight  depot,  the 
Corporation  of  Trinity  have  just  now  been 
spending  a  moiety  of  it  upon  the  old  chureh, 
in  deepening  and  otherwise  “  ritualizii^  ” 
its  clumoeL  The  Church  Joumcd  informs 
us  that  it  is  now  upwards  of  forty  feet  deep  : 
and  has  consequently  become  one  of  the 
most  ample  chancels  in  the  country.  It  fur¬ 
nishes  accommodations  for  about  thirty  voi¬ 
ces  in  the  choir.  The  whole  of  the  chancel 
has  been  refitted  with  appropriate  furniture, 
painted  in  party  colors,  with  the  carved  or¬ 
naments  gilded.  Thwe  will  be  an  eagle  Leo- 
tum.  The  Altar  is  of  different  colored  mar¬ 
bles  and  elevated  on  three  steps.  The  whole 
•f  the  floors  have  been  paved  with  marble 
tiling,  and  a  marble  piscina  and  credence 
are  to  be  set  in  &e  walL  The  orgw,  which 
is  placed  in  a  recess  on  the  north  side  of  the 
chtmoel,  is  simply  treated,  shows  the  pipes, 
and  will  be  decorated  in  color.  The  depth 
of  the  chancel,  the  variety  of  outline,  its  di¬ 
visions,  the  distribution  of  light,  its  apsidal 
termination,  aU  tend  to  make  a  most  excel¬ 
lent  effect,  and  its  general  conformation  is 
very  favorable  in  its  acoustic  properties. 
The  walls  should  be  decorated  in  color.  Be¬ 
sides  this  extension,  the  Sunday-school  and 
mission  rooms  have  been  enlarged  and  made 
more  convenient,  so  that  the  work  at  St. 
John’s  is  likely  to  go  on  in  an  efficient  man¬ 
ner.  The  cost  of  the  whole  addition  is  about 
$40,000. 

Thb  MiDNiOHr  Mission. — A  sermon  was 
preached  on  Sunday  evening  at  Trinity  chap¬ 
el,  by  Bev.  Dr.  Morgan,  witii  the  view  of  ob¬ 
taining  material  aid  for  the  Mission — a  be¬ 
nevolent  home  of  refuge  for  unfortunate 
girls,  at  No.  23  Amity  street.  He  spoke  of 
&e  wickedness  of  New  York,  which  he  com¬ 
pared 'to  that  of  Sodom,  and  commented  with 
}nst  severity  on  the  injurious  influence  to 
morals  of  the  theatrical  exhibitions.  The  la¬ 
borers  in  behalf  of  this  Institution  had 
succeeded  in  reforming  the  lives  and  provid¬ 
ing  employment  for  many  whom  they  res¬ 
cued.  (Its  work  is  kindi^  to  that  of  the 
Home  in  West  Houston  street.)  His  appeal 
for  ud  was  liberally  responded  to. 

Thb  CoKNBBOTONB.of  the  new  building  for 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Institution  of  the 
“Sheltering  Arms,”  was  laid  on  Saturday 
evening.  The  building  has  a  frontage  of  312 
feet  on  129th  street,  150  feet  on  Tenth  ave¬ 
nue,  45  feet  on  Lawrence  street,  and  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  sheltering  300  or  400  children.  Only 
two  conditions  for  admission  are  imposed, 
first,  that  there  shall  be  no  other  institution 
which  would  receive  them ;  and  secondly, 
that  there  must  be  a  vacant  bed. 

Sudden  Death. — The  Bev.  Dr.  Charles 
Gillette  of  Brooklyn,  agent  of  the  Freedmen’s 
Board  of  Missions  for  the  Protestant  Episco- 
iwd  Church,  fell  dead  in  the  city  of  Baltimore 
on  Saturday  morning  last.  He  was  passing 
along  Baltimore  street,  when  suddenly  a  vio¬ 
lent  snow-quail  occurred,  which  induced  him 
to  seek  shelter  in  Wilson’s  Hotel.  On  en¬ 
tering  he  took  up  the  City  Directory,  and 
while  in  the  act  of  turning  over  the  leaves, 
suddenly  dropped  dead  upon  the  floor.  His 
death  was  caused  by  heart  disease,  and  is 
much  lamented  where  he  was  known.

A  Mobe  Pbefbot  Union. — A  Hint  pob 
Pbbsbttebians  in  New  Yobk. — ^Not  satisfied 
with  their  ratio  of  increase  from  year  to  year, 
the  Baptists  of  Cincinnati  are  propo^g  a 
doser  denominational  sympathy.  Their  plan 
looks  to  the  formation  of  a  union  which  shall 
have  three  phases, — the  business,  the  social, 
and  the  devotionaL'  The  business  commit¬ 
tee,  which  will  be  in  the  form  of  an  incorpo¬ 
rated  body,  will  be  composed  of  two  or  th^ 
delemtes  from  each  chundi.  This  committee 
will  have  power  to  buyand  hold  and  disbuise 
property  m  the  interests  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  at  large.  The  Social  Union  will  be  up¬ 
on  a  money  basis, — ^none  becoming  members 
except  on  the  payment  of  a  certain  initiation 
fee  and  annual  oontribution.  Then  the  devo¬ 
tional  element  will  be  kept  up  by  a  series  of 
pn^rer  and  conference  meetings,  held  under 
the  direction  of  the  Social  Union,  with  the 
various  churches.  One  of  the  best  features 
of  this  plan  is  the  one  relating  to  business. 
Vast  sums  of  money,  and  consequently  vast 
sources  of  power,  have  been  lost  to  the  de¬ 
nomination,  in  evety  dty,  by  foolish  neglect 
to  purchase,  or  foohsh  haste  to  sell,  valuable 
property.  If  there  could  be  soine  body,  like 
that  contemplated  in  this  plan,  which,  in  the 
event  of  sudi  foUy  on  the  part  of  m^vidual 
churches,  could  step  in  and  save  such  prop¬ 
erty  to  the  denomination,  it  would  tell  great- 
ty  on  the  future  financid  condition  of  the 
communion.  With  an  eye  to  church 
extension,  the  committee  could  buy,  in  grow¬ 
ing  parts  of  the  city,  at  small  expei^,  large

Gen.  Grant  was  inangnrated  as  President 
of  the  United  States  on  Thursday  'week,  with 
the  usual  simple  ceremonies.  The  day  open¬ 
ed  cheerlessly  with  rain,  but  it  cleared  off 
temporarily  before  noon,  and  the  immenso 
number  of  persons  who  had  crowded  to  the 
Capitol,  were  not  cheated  out  of  seeing  the 
spectacle.  Vice  President  Colfax  was  first 
sworn  in,  and  made  a  neat  and  brief  speech 
on  assuming  the  presidency  of  the  Senate. 
Afterwards  the  oaw  of  office  was  adm^ster- 
ed  to  Gen.  Grant  by  Chief  Justice  Chase,  and 
tlie  new  President  delivered  his  inaugural 
address,  which  is  short  and  plain,  and  ex¬ 
presses  such  sentiments  as  the  people  will  be 
glad  to  hear  from  the  lips  of  a  cluef  magis¬ 
trate.  [It  will  be  foimd  on  the  third  page  of 
this  paper.  1  After  the  ceremonies  at  the  Capi¬ 
tol,  President  Grant  was  escorted  to  the 
Wliite  House,  which  was  abandoned  by  his 
predecessor  in  the  morning,  and  there  he  will 
make  his  headquarters  hereafter,  though  he 
will  not  go  there  to  live  for  some  time  yet 

The  Cabinet 

Of  President  Grant  is  yet  in  some  uncer¬ 
tainty  as  we  write,  but  it  seems  quite  proba¬ 
ble  that  Mr.  Stewart  will  overcome  the  great 
obstacle  of  his  business  connections,  and  in 
this  event  no  changes  need  be  made  in  the 
first  atmouncement  of  names,  which  was  os 
follows :

A  Reunion  of  the  tw  o  Churches  is  ardent¬ 
ly  desired.  A  few  there  are  in  each  Church 
who  fear  that  there  are  diversities  of  senti¬ 
ment  inconsistent  with  peace  in  so  close  a 
contact.  All  hold  to  the  Standards,  but  aU 
do  not  receive  them  pr-'clsely  in  the  same 
sense.  To  secure,  und<T  the  bond,  strict¬ 
ness  on  the  one  .side  and  liberty  on  the  oth¬ 
er,  explanations  and  gfuaratitees  have  been 
trie^  These  have  proved  unsatisfactory. 
Each  qualifying  phrase  is  found  to  need  an 
interpreter. 

Perfect  unanimity,  however,  ought  not  to 
be  expected.  Diversities  belong  to  mankind. 
They  belong  to  even  the  operations  of  the 
Spirit.  No  two  individuals,  either  as  men  or

mutual  Relations  and  common  lut^te. 
By  Gorhwn  D.  Abbott,  LL.D.  G.  P. 
Putnam  A  Son. 

This  large  andhandsome  volume  is  design¬ 
ed  to  present  a  picture  of  the  present  condi¬ 
tion,  resources,  and  prospects  of  Mexico,  to¬ 
gether  with  such  a  view  of  the  iiast  history 
as  will  afford  the  reader  an  intelligent  and 
clear  perception  of  the  relations  of  that 
country  to  the  United  States.  The  work  is 
divided  into  several  parts,  each  taking  up 
some  important  branch  of  the  general  sub¬ 
ject,  including,  "among  other  things,  the  reli¬ 
gious  element  in  the  Mexican  Question,  the 
parties  and  actors  in  past  revolutions,  the 
transition  from  a  monarchy  to  a  republic, 
covering  the  period  from  1810  to  1846,  con- 
duding  with  the  question  of  Inter-Oceanic 
Transits. 

The  materials  have  been  compiled  from 
various  sources,  or  digested  from  late  infor¬ 
mation,  so  as  to  make  a  very  interesting  and 
instructive  volume,  well  adapted  to  popular 
circulation.  Two  steel  plates,  with  an  elab¬ 
orate  colored  map  of  the  country,  add  to  its 
value  as  wdd  as  attractiveness.  Such  a  book 
as  this  is  quite  opportune  at  the  present  time, 
in  view  of  our  relations  with  Mexico,  which 
promise  to  become  much  more  close  and  in¬ 
timate  than  ever. 

The  PBBSBTTEEIAJf  PcBUOATION  CoMMIT- 
yiig  have  issued  four  new  tracts  in  12mo, 
which  are  worthy  of  extensive  circulation  : 
“Preaching  and  Hearing,”  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wal¬ 
ter  Clarke  of  Buffalo,  an  admirable  discus- 
Bion  of  tiiis  subject,  as  might  be  expected 
from  such  a  source  ;  “  Parsonages,  why  they 
should  be  provided  ?”  by  Rev.  T.  Dwight 
Hunt ;  “  The  Christian  Giver,”  by  Rev.  W. 
T.  Wylie ;  and  “  Presbyterianism  and  Home 
Missions,”  by  Rev.  A  T.  Norton,  D.t). 

We  can  scarcely  name  four  tracts  prefer¬ 
able  to  these  for  distribution  among  our 
churches  at  the  present  time.  Dr.  Norton’s 
advocates  the  policy  which  duty  to  God  and 
man  demands  that  our  churches  should  adopt, 
of  urging  forward  our  Home  Mission  work, 
in  connection  with  the  causes  endorsed  by 
the  Gteneral  Assembly.  Mr.  Wylie’s  urges 
very  pertinently  and  forcibly  the  claims  of 
giving,  leaving  the  objects  only  generally  de¬ 
fined,  as  they  might  well  be  with  Dr.  Nor¬ 
ton’s  tract  in  hand. 

EiiBvbn  Moitths  in  Hoeeb.  Being  the  Pe¬ 
riod  of  the  National  and  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  of  the  Israelites.  By  F.  Bedell  Ben- 
jamm.  A  D.  F.  Randolph. 

This  book  for  the  use  of  the  Bible  class, 
has  been  prepared  by  an  experienced  hand. 
It  is  Scriptural  and  evangelical,  and  brings 
out  the  connection  of  the  Old  Testament 
with  the  New. 

SacBAifENTs  OF  THE  Chueoh.  By  Rev.  S.  W. 
Crittenden. 

The  four  sermons  composing  this  volume 
were  preached  to  the  Walnut-street  congre¬ 
gation  of  Philadelphia,  and  at  their  request 
have  been  committed  to  the  press  by  the  au¬ 
thor.  They  give  a  concise,  and  yet  clear  and 
correct,  view  of  the  two  Sacraments  of  the 
Christian  Church.  Introducing  nothing  ir¬ 
relevant,  they  .discuss  the  subject  in  a  way 
that  manifests  a  complete  understanding 
of  it.  It  would  he  a  desirable  thing  to  have 
such  a  volume  as  tliis  widely  circulated.  It 
is  published  in  fine  style  by  our  Pre.sbyteri- 
an  Publication  Committee. 


Christians,  tbink  precisely  alike.  In  the 
Church,  then,  as  in  every  other  community, 
forbearance  is  to  be  regarded  a  virtue.  “  How 
fai-  ?”  you  ask.  The  answer  must,  necessari¬ 
ly,  be  somewhat  indefinite.  Something  must 
be  left  to  good  sense  and  kind  feelings.  _  It 
is  so  in  every  partnei’ship.  Even  marriage 
is  no  exception.  Now,  can  the  brethren  of 
the  two  Churches,  taking  individually  and 
collectively  their  Common  Standards  as  the 
expression  of  their  faith  and  their  rule  ot 
conduct,  trust  each  other  ?  If  so,  if  each 
can  give  a  hearty  affirmative  to  this  question, 
then  is  there  a  readiness  for  Union. 

The  Old  School  have  expressed  this  trust 
with  a  wonderful  unanimity.  Some  individ¬ 
uals  did  ask  for  a  qualifying  clause  to  be  ap¬ 
pended  to  the  doctrinal  statement,  but  they 
long  since  ceased  to  press  it.  The  Assembly 
of  1866  tendered  as  a  Basis  the  Common 
Stwidards  with  confidence  and  lore.  T4,e 
Presbyteries,  in  1867,  rejected  a  qualified 
Basis.  In  1868  they  rejected  another  quali¬ 
fied  Basis,  and  added  their  approbation  of 
Reunion  on  the  Basis  first  proposed.  Every 
ecclesiastical  body  which  has  spoken,  except 
a  few  solitary  Presbyteries,  has  favored  the 
same  principle.  All  that  is  asked  is  an  hon¬ 
est  reception  of  the  same  honored  symbols  ; 
and  this  demand  is  not  understood  to  restrict 
either  ministers  or  people  in  a  due  exercise 
of  Christian  liberty.  And  the  precise  bound- 
I  aries  of  a  due  exercise  of  liberty  cannot  be 
I  fixed  in  advance.  Tiiey  are  to  be  determined 
from  day  to  day,  and  from  age  to  age,  by

Pleasant. 

Our  great  men  in  Washington  are  just  now 
in  the  receipt  of  many  pleasant  favors.  On

DlTorees  la  Boston. 

There  is  a  current  report  that  400  cases  of 
divorce  are  now  pending  in  Suffolk  county  ; 
and  the  natural  inference  is  that  the  number 
in  the  entire  State  in  the  course  of  a  year 
must  reach  several  thousand.  This  however 
is  far  from  the  truth.  A  Legislative  docu¬ 
ment  before  us,  published  in  1866,  gives  the 
whole  number  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
five  years  ending  May  I,  1865,  as  only  1315  ; 
in  Suffolk  county  364.  And  we  find,  on  in¬ 
quiry  of  those  who  are  thoroughly  conver¬ 
sant  -with  the  facts,  that  the  number  is  not 
increasing.  The  total  number  in  Suffolk 
county  for  two  years  ending  May  Ist,  1865, 
was  but  162,  so  that,  if  there  are  four  hun¬ 
dred  now  pending,  it  must  take  a  long  time, 
on  an  average,  to  get  a  case  through.  Com¬ 
paratively  few  parties  applying  here  for  di¬ 
vorce,  belong  to  what  are  denominated  the 
respectable  classes.  Western  emigration  and 
shiftlessness  ore  among  the  most  prolific 
causes.  The  movement  to  California  and  the 
war,  also  had  the  same  tendency.  Desertion 
for  five  years,  as  the  law  now  stands,  entitles 
the  deserted  party  to  a  divorce.  The  most 
prolific  cause  is  undoubtedly  the  thought¬ 
lessness  with  which  marriages  are  frequently 
contracted,  and  the  little  acquaintance  of  the 
parties  with  each  other.  The  Supreme 
Court  has  the  qntire  jurisdiction  of  these  ca¬ 
ses. — CoTigregationalist  and  Recorder. 

The  Dlicstabltihmeut  Bill. 

Mr.  Gladstone  opened  up  his  bill  for  the 
disestablishment  of  the  Irish  Church  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  1st  instant,  and 
made  a  long  and,  of  course,  able  speech  in  its 
explanation  and  support  The  capitalized 
value  of  the  chmch  property,  he  said,  was 
£16,500,000,  of  which  £8,000,()00  were  to  be 
appropriated  to  compensation,  and  the  rest 
“  is  to  be  employed  for  the  advantage  of  the 
Irish  people ;  not  for  the  purposes  of  any 
church  or  clara,  nor  for  the  teaemng  of  relig¬ 
ion,  but  for  the  relief  in  cases  of  imavoid- 
able  calamity,  or  suffering,  while  at  the  same 
time  it  is  not  to  cancel  the  obligations  laid 
upon  propeify  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.” 

As  Parliament  had  created  these  corpora¬ 
tions,  he  argued  it  had  a  right  to  destroy 
them.  He  declared  the  act  of  union  between 
England  and  Ireland  was  reaUy  defeated  by 
the  Irish  Church,  and  that  there  must  be  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  and  civil  equality.  The  bill 
was  to  go  into  effect  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1871.  Its  result  would  be  the  abohtiou  of 
the  ecclesiastical  courts  and  jurisdiction  and 
of  the  rights  of  Bishops  to  the  peerage  ;  all 
ecclesiastical  corporations  would  bo  dissolv¬ 
ed.  Piwision  is  made  for  the  clergy,  who 
are  to  receive  life  annuities.  All  private  en¬ 
dowments  are  to  remain  intact.  Grants  are 
proposed  for  the  support  of  St.  Patrick’s 
and  eleven  other  cathedrals,  which  arc  re¬ 
garded  as  national  property.  Church  build¬ 
ings,  no  longer  required,  are  to  be  handed 
over  to  the  Board  of  Works  for  the  benefit 
of  a  fund  ;  and  burial  grounds  are  to  be 
placed  under  charge  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor.  The  Presbyterian  clergy  are  to  receive 
annuities  in  lieu  of  th^  Regium  Donum;  and 


sen  and  George  H.  Stuart,  waited  upon  the 
new  President,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society,  presented  him  with  a  copy 
of  the  Holy  Bible.  Mrs.  Grant,  Gen.  Scho¬ 
field,  and  quite  a  number  of  sympathizing 
friends  were  present.  On  receiving  it,  the 
President  said,  “  Gentlemen,  I  sincerely 
thank  yon  for  the  token,  and  shall  carefully 
preserve  it,  and  hand  it  down  to  my  children 
in  commemoration  of  this  day.”  Printed  in 
gilt  lettirs  on  the  outside  of  the  elegant  mo¬ 
rocco  cover  are  the  words,  “Presented  to 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  the  American  Bible  Society, 
March  4th,  1869.” 

The  whole  countiy  will  approve  the  prompt 
action  of  the  President  in  nominating,  and 
of  the  Semite  in  confirming  Wm.  T.  Sher¬ 
man  to  be  General  of  the  Armies  of  the 
Unite(\  States,  vice  Grant  promoted  ;  Phil¬ 
lip  H.  Sheridan  to  be  Lieutenant  General, 
vice  Sherman,  promoted  ;  John  M.  Scho¬ 
field  to  be  Major  General,  vice  Sheridan  pro¬ 
moted  ;  and  C.  C.  Augur  to  be  Briga^er 
General,  vice  Schofield.  Lieutenant  Gen¬ 
eral  Sheridan  is  ordered  to  New  Orleans,  a 
destiny  which  he  must  have  anticipated  for 
some  months,  while  General  Sherman  at 
the  head  of  the  army  takes  up  his  headquar- 
t(  rs  in  Washington,  and  is  to  live  in  the  very 
house  and  with  the  ve^  furniture  heretofore 
belonging  to  General  Grant.  This  was  made 
agreeably  easy  on  the  morning  of  the  3d 
inst.,  when  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
subscribers  in  New  York,  and  oonsistmg  of 
Messrs.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Hamilton  Fish,  Ben¬ 
jamin  H.  Field,  William  H.  Aspinwall,  and 
William  Scott,  attended  by  Afred  M.  Hoyt, 
(nephew  of  General  Sherman),  General  But¬ 
terfield,  Judge  Hilton,  Solon  Humphrey, 
also  of  tlie  contributors,  visited  the  Army 
Headquarters  by  appointment,  and  present¬ 
ed  General  Grant  with  $65,000,  and  receiv¬ 
ed  the  deed  of  liis  house  and  furniture,  and 
handed  the  same  over  to  General  Sherman, 
with  the  remark  that  the  balance  of  the  sub¬ 
scription,  now  amounting  to  3100,000  would 
be  forwarded  to  him.  Mr.  A.  T.  Stwart 
made  the  presentation  remarks,  and  they 
were  very  neat  and  appropriate,  assuring  the 
General  that  “  If  there  was  ever  an  instance 


oiples  ?  And  do  they  sincerely  purpose  to 
keep  “  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace”  ?

We,  for  our  part,  can  take  all  the  other  arti¬ 
cles  as  proposed ;  or  the  Tenth  article  being 
dropped,  we  can  take  all  which  remain. 

A  union  in  which  there  shall  be  no  sus¬ 
picions  cherished,  and  no  strifes,  nothing  to 
interfere  with  a  hearty  cooperation  in  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,  the  training  of  the 
young,  and  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel,  we 
most  ardently  desire.  Into  such  a  union  we, 
as  far  as  in  us  lies,  propose  to  enter — a  union 
conserving  truth,  guaranteeing  liberty,  cher¬ 
ishing  good  will,  judging  charitably,  helping 
with  delight,  loving,  promoting  love,  show¬ 
ing  ourselves  worthy  of  love.  If  the  two 
Churches  have,  by  grace,  these  feelings  and 
purposes,  the  good  Lord  bring  us  together  as 
one.  If  they  have  not,  then  may  tlie  Father 
6f  both,  in  Hfe  paternal  kindness,  interpose 
to  prevent  a  union,  and  make  each  happy  ’

Presbyteries  which  regard  further  action 
than  they  have  yet  taken  as  needful,  might 
adopt  resolutions  to  this  effect ; 

1.  We  approve  of  Reunion  on  the  Doc¬ 
trinal  basis  of  the  First  Article  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly’s  Overture,  amended  by  dropping  the 
clauses  known  as  the  Smith  and  Gurley 
amendments,  and  also  accede  to  the  proi>o3i- 
tion  to  drop  the  Tenth. 

2.  We  respectfully  recommend  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  Presbyteries  of  the  two  bodies,  after 
their  direct  votes  on  the  First  and  Tenth  Ar¬ 
ticles,  to  authorize  their  respective  Assem- 
bhes  to  consummate  the  Union  as  recom¬ 
mended,  without  sending  it  down  again  to 
the  Presbyteries,  upon  such  terms  in  regard 
to  the  other  articles  of  the  proposed  basis,  os 
by  the  concurrent  vote  of  thiee-fourths  of 
the  two  Assemblies  may  seem  right  and  mutu¬ 
ally  satisfactory,  so  that  no  clianges  or  modi¬ 
fication  be  allowed  of  our  Standards  as  re¬ 
gards  doctrine  or  polity  or  the  rights  of  our 
Churches,  Presbyteries,  or  Synods. 

3.  We  authorize  our  Commissioners  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  to  carry  the  forego¬ 
ing  into  effect. 

Now,  brethren,  you  will  kindly  excuse  our 
forwardness.  We  speak  in  love,  impelled  by 
an  earnest  desire  for  your,  and  our,  and  Zi¬ 
on’s  welfare,  and  the  speedy  settlement  of 
this  whole  matter  before  the  Churches.

News  has  been  received  in  London  from 
Central  Asia,  that  the  son  of  the  dethroned 
Ameer  of  Cabool,  has  gained  possession  of 
two  cities  in  Torkistan,  near  the  Cabool  bor¬ 
der,  and  Rahman  Khan  has  gone  to  join 
him.  It  is  also  reported  that  the  garrison  of 
Kohat,  a  town  of  Cabool,  twenty-five  miles 
from  Peshawer,  has  been  surprised  by  the 
natives,  and  that  the  British  lost  three  hun¬ 
dred  men,  killed,  wounded  and  missing.
